The rate of growth of children varies 
acoording to sex. 
Thus, at the age of 
11 and 12 years, boys are larger and 
heavier than girls; but from that age 
on 
the evolution of 
the girls is more 
rapid, and tiiey soon overtake the boys 
and pass them", till the age of 15 years 
is reached, when the boys regain the 
ascendancy, while the 
girls 
remain 
nearly stationary. 
A curious relation 
has been discovered between the growth 
of children in stature and injweight. M. 
Mailing-Hansen, director of the deaf 
and dumb institution at Copenhagen, 
has 
for three 
years 
weighed 
and 
measured his pupils daily; and he has 
observed that their growth does not 
take place regularly and i>rogres3ively, 
but by stages sei)arated by intervals of 
rest. 
Weight also increases by periods 
after intervals of equilibrium. 
While 
the weight is increasing, the statue re- 
mains nearly stationary, and vice versa. 
The maximum of increase of stature 
corresponds with a minimum period of 
augmentation 
of weight. 
The vital 
forces a] )pear not to work on both sides 
at once. 
These variations are subject 
to the influence of the seasons. 
Dur- 
ing autumn and early winter, accord- 
ing to M. Malling-Hansen, the child ac- 
cumtilates Aveight, while his stature in-

slowly;

epring, 
stature receives a veritable push, while 
weight increases but little.

Allif^tors are brought into Nev 
Orleans in every stage, from an embryo 
state in the egg to great, angiy mon- 
sters a dozen feet long, tipping tha 
scales at hundreds of pounds. Men 
hnnt their hideous game after darli, 
stalking the swamps, dragging lagoons 
and wading through low, oozy marshes, 
where vast numbers of alligators abide. 
Several methods of capturing them are 
resorted to. 
Thos® caught with hooks 
are only fit for immediate killing, as 
they sicken and die in short order. The 
big ones are lassoed and smaller fry 
snared i n a heavy seine made f o r this 
purpose. The hunter realizes he is 
after 
dangerous game, with 
lots of 
vitiious habits, and so, besides blinding' 
their stupid eyes by a lamp worn in hifi 
cap, he is prepared to send a soothing 
bidlet whenever necessary. 


After bringing in his find of eggs, the 
crocodile farmer heaps them in boxes 
and simply depends on time to do its 
perfect work. In the course of weeks 
the infant gnaws and claws at the hard 
shell until he finally squirms his way 
into the world. 
There is as mucli 
diflference in the skin on the young and 
old ones as in a baby's complexion 
compared with a grown person's. Their 
hide is as brilliant as though polished, 
a bright 
black and yellow, which 
grows dingier and rustier every year 
they live. 


There is very little family affection 
among them, parents rarely hesitating 
to sacrifice their oft'spring on the altar 
of a healthy appetite. 
Survival of the 
biggest is an unanswerable law to 
which all must succumb; consequently 
they are classified into two and three- 
year olds.

One, a bur- 
lesque scene in court, was particularly 
amusing. 
They are sold very cheaply 
and a pretty fair trade is driven.

The 
creature looks bored to death, and 
with enough impotent malignity in his 
depraved yellow eyes to devour every 
Visitor who studies his unhandsome 
proportions.
